MADRID, June 11.—Gustave 
Stresemann, German Foreign Min- 
ister, today told the special com- 
mittee of the Council of the League 
of Nations considering the minori- 
ties report that he was unable to 
accept the report in its actual form 
because it did not offer a perma- 
nent guarantee for minorities. 

Stresemann’s protest against the 
report of the Committee of Three 
had been expected since May 23, 
when the proposals formulated by 
both Germany and Canada _ con- 
cerning the protection of 40,000,- 
000 minority peoples were rejected. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, Quin- 
ones de Leon of Spain and Adachi 
of Japan refused at that time to 
accept the suggestion that the 
League Council exercise constant 
supervision over interests of minor- 
ity peoples. They decided that the 
Council could act, under the pow- 
ers given by the minority freatics, 
only when a member of the Coun- 
cil reported an infraction of the 
treaties. 

Aristide Briand, French Foreign 
Minister, today appealed to Strese- 
mann to accept the report as a 
minimum on which to form a base 
for further discussions by the 
Council itself, but his plea was 
without avail. 

The minorities report is consid- 
ered of major political significance 
in Europe, where observers think 
this problem potentially the most 
dangerous cause of disagreements 
among nations. Unless an agree- 
ment is reached at Madrid, the 
problem will return to the status 
quo after several years of study 
and great expenditure of effort by 
jurists.

She identified Aguilera as 
one of two men she saw grappling 
with her husband when she re- 
turned by the rear door from a 
visit next door at the store of her 
son-in-law, Ben Emert. They fled 
when she screamed, she testified, 
and joined a third man who had 
been stationed outside. Her hus- 
band, although wounded, picked up 
the revolver dropped by one of the 
men and ran to the sidewalk, she 
said. 

Patrolman Frank Gunther testi- 
fied that he was attracted by Mrs.

Wrestling Under Control. 


OV. CAULFIELD has signed 


the bill putting wrestling un- 
der control of the State Boxing 
Commission. That may help 
some, but only in case the mem- 
bers of the governing board 
draft regulations setting forth 
the exact conditions under which 
wrestling bouts may be conduct- 
ed 


Nobody takes wrestling too se- 


riously today, because too much 
circus stuffand ground-and-lofty 
tumbling have been introduced 
into it. Fouls are permitted, 
some of them fundamental viola- 
tions of the ethics of all sporting 
contests. 

Butting, punching, slapping, 
hair-pulling and other fouls 
have been committed in St. Louis 
rings almost without challenge. 
Contests that resembled well act- 
ed lumber camp brawls more 
than catch-as-catch-can wres- 
tling bouts have been featured. 
“Flying tackles” have been graft- 
ed on the ancient and once hon- 
orable sport. The old game 
wouldn’t recognize itself, if it 
were still alive enough to know

Needed Rules 


O MAKE wrestling accecpta- 

ble as a legitimate sport and 
not an acrobatic exhibition, the 
commissioners should, for ex- 
ample, make rules disqualifying 
wrestlers who— 

Strike an opponent with either 
open or closed hand. 

Butt an opponent. 

Hurl opponents outside the 
ring deliberately, or carry oppo- 
nents to the ropes and drop 
them outside the ring. 

Crawl under the ropes to avoid 
a dangerous hold secured by an 
opponent. 

Pull hair, kick, gouge, strangle 
or bite. 

Restrictions of this sort, if en- 
forced rigidly, might remove 
some of the hippodrome from 
the game and bring it back to 


strictly legal wrestling.

T the present time, because 

wrestling has no natiqnal 
governing body, there are no 
national rules. A few commis- 
sions exist but none has tried to 
amputate the parasite growths 
that have taken hold of the 
sport. The Missouri comin{ssion, 
by defining exactly what.rules 
shall govern wrest'ing, will do 
a real service. 

One of the rules that all com- 
missions should put on their 
books and enforce to th» letter, 
is that relating to procedvre fol- 
lowing an entanglement in the 
repes.

It was not our mutual desire for peace that 
failed at Geneva; it was not the impossibility 
of a peace policy that was demonstrated.

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OFFICIAL MURDER ON THE HIGHWAYS. 

It is difficult to discuss in temperate language the 
killing of Henry Virkula by a border patrolman at} 
International Falls, Minn. There is not one extenu- 
ating feature In the reported circumstances. On the. 
information at hand the crime was brutal murder. | 
Virkula, a business man of Big Falls, was driving | 
home in his automobile with his wife and two chil-| 
dren. Border Patrolman White, the killer, says he or- | 
‘dered Virkula to stop. Mrs. Virkula says she heard 
| Suddenly there was a fusilade of 


'no such order. | 
'shots and her husband slumped down in his seat, 
| dead. Then the frightened officer appeared, stam- 
| 1ering an incoherent, cowardly apology. 

Were this the first murder of its kind, judgment 
‘might be reserved. It is not the first. About a year 
ago Jacob Hanson, a respectable citizen of Niagara | 
‘Falls, while driving on a public highway at night, | 
was shot by a coast guardsman. Hanson thought it) 
lwas a holdup and, instead of stopping, put on speed. | 
Two shots were fired at him, and a minute later an- | 
other coast guardsman took up the chase and fin- 
| ished the job. Hanson subsequently died of his 
| wounds. A few days ago his slayer was acquitted of 
second-degree manslaughter charge by a Federal 
| jury. | 

There have been other killings on the public high- | 
ways by prohibition enforcement officers. Not long 
‘ago, in Virginia, James Kendrick, a college student 
|17 years old, while driving in a coupe with two com- | 
| panions, was overtaken by a high-powered car. Ken- 


'drick was shot through the head, and the officer's | 


‘explanation was that he had mistaken the boys for | 
| bootleggers. | 
| The shooting by a Federal agent of a boy 21 years | 
‘old, who, with three other youths, was fishing in the | 
| Rouge River, is today’s contribution to official vio- | 
‘lence. | 
In instances of this kind, it should be observed, | 
‘the Government rushes to the defense of the slayer. | 
|The trial is held, not in a State court, but ina Fed-| 
eral court. So far as we know, those official killers | 
have all gone scot free. In this instance White's Bu: | 
| perior officer justifies his subordinate. The higher-up | 
'says he has instructed his men to “shoot to kill if 
they don’t stop.” | 

What may happen under the present high-pressure 
demand for drastic prohibition enforcement, particu- 
larly along the Canadian border, where rum-running 
'has developed into a big business, may well cause. 
grave apprehension. Canada, as we all know, has 
'become a popular summer resort for Americans. | 
'There is immense tourist traffic along the border. | 
| Under the terrorism of prohibition’s shotgun quaran- | 
tine must Americans keep away from Canada? Must | 
|we also abandon the resort country, say, of North 
| Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota? Are our high- | 
| ways to be officially declared unsafe for law-abiding | 
citizens, and are officers of the law to be accepted as 
|a deadlier menace to citizens than the thug and 
| bandit? | 
| We hesitate to answer those questions, but if offi-| 
| cial murder persists those questions will, we feel sure, | 
| be answered sooner or later by an explosion of pub-| 
lic opinion. 
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PRESERVATION OF FOREST PARK. 
Park Commissioner Pape and Director of Public, 
‘Welfare Salisbury have decided against the proposal | 
| of the Board of Education that a site at the southeast | 
corner of Forest Park be used for a high school. The | 
board had offered to purchase the land from the city. 
| Forest Park was established to provide a natural 
retreat for city dwellers, to bring to those who must 
live an artificial city life the pleasure and repose of 
a patch of country. This purpose has already been 
tainted by the introduction into the park of all sorts 
_ of activities, and the building of a multiplicity of 
'driveways. So that it is next to impossible to spend 
-an hour in the park without being assailed by car- 
bon monoxide fumes and without encountering num-. 
erous structures which corrupt the natural landscape. | 

Park activities, such as tennis, boating and so on. 

‘are excused on the ground that they are recreational 
and are open to the use of all the people. The Board 
»of Education's proposal went farther and would have 
(been an opening wedge for the parceling out of the 
park land for every civic and semi-civic enterprise. | 
'We feel most strongly that the preservation of the | 
park as a park is superior to every other considera- | 
tion, and that Messrs. Pape and Salisbury certainly | 
have acted in accordance with sound public policy.

The Fight for Academic Freedom 


A summary of the effort to preserve academic freedom in American educa- 
tion, apropos the interposition of the American Association of University Pro- 
fessors in the sex questionnaire case at the University of Missouri. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch by Otto Heller, 
Dean of the Graduate School, Washington University. 


REEDOM, like fire, is no toy for chil- 
F dren. Much of the reaction against 

academic liberty is due to the vulgar 
indiscretion of some individuals who seem 
to dwell but transiently in our Raiis in ex- 
pectation of.lucrative calls from advertising 
firms. Absolute freedom does not exist in 
the classroom any more than it exists in 
any other mundane spot. What is more, 
absolute treedom ought not to exist. Bu 
on the other hand no discount should be 
made from the liberai measure of freedom 
needed by thoughtful and public-spirited 
persons engaged in teaching and research. 
Th» tendency of certain groups to impose 
limitations upOn university teaching in the 
interest of particular brands of belief. relig- 
lous, political, sociological, even 
Scientific, should checked 
and combated.

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A lot of comment on the trouble down 
at Columbia cannot be shirked. Inasmuch 
as the investigating committee is without 
sudicial standing, it cannot be contempt of 
court to venture one’s opinion, pending the 
decision.

In my estimate, this trouble haa 
next to nothing to do with our treasured 
‘Lehrfreiheit” and its suppression to the 
detriment of science. The crux lies in a 
wholly different sphere. Not academic, but 
general, social! liberty amd propriety appear 
tc be involved.

Of course, each verson may have 
a different technique for giving 
the baby his bath. But the fol- 
lowing is a quick way to do it and 
one that will not wear the baby 
out. 

Wash the baby’s face with clear

Royalty’s Flowers 
Take Toil All Year 


LONDON. 


supposedly the haunts of kings, 

queens and innumerable princes 
and princesses, are kept in full 
bloom the season round only by 
dint of year-long gardening by 
Thomas Hay, superintendent of the 
royal parks and gardens, 

The first spring weather has left 
the neat little beds ablaze with 
varicolored tulips. Over 560,000 
scarlet ones have just opened in the 
front yard of Buckingham Palace. 
theoretically for the pleasure of 
the royal inhabitants but actually 
for the delight of the thousands of 
Londoners who file past the pal- 
ace daily to see the flower beds. 

In a carefully-enclosed five-acre 
lot in Hyde Park Mr. Hay is ten- 
derly cultivating the dahlias, ger- 
aniums, pansies, stocks, forget-me- 
nots and phlox that will succeed 
the tulips when their brief day is 
over. 

Mr. Hay, with his weather eye 
out every day, decides the day for 
the rotation, the day’ when it shall 
be “the tulips are dead, long live 
the dahlias.” In a strictly meth- 
odical order he has plants for fu- 
ture planting ready to be picked 
up at a moment's notice to fill @ 
brown dirt bed. There are 20,000 
pansies, 30,000 violets, 22,000 dah- 
lias, 30,000 chysanthemums, 28,00¢ 
viscarias blooming in houses in the 
conservatory acres, awaiting to ve 
put in their place in the sun, 

From the earliest spring, well 
through the fall until the frosts of 
winter come, the beds will be a 
continuous bloom, the flowers de- 
pending upon the month best suit- 
ed to them.
